Extremists kidnap Egypt ex-minister 
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CAIRO (AP) . — ■ A former Egyptian 
minister of reUglous affairs was kid* 
napped yesterday by Moslem 
fanatics who threatened to HU him 
unless 30 Jailed members of their 
outlawed group were freed, police 
sources reported. - 

The kidnapping, which has 
religious and political overtones, 
was the first incident of its Mwd in 
modern Egyptian history. 

Three men were reported arrested 
as police launched a .massive search 
for Sheikh Mohammed Zahabi; who 
was minister of reUglous endowment 
from March to ‘November. IB? 5. 

The former minister was an out- 
spoken opponent of the ultrarrehgious 
Moslem group calling itself ’* Atone- 
ment and Immig ration.'* 

The group had been, accused of. 
attempting to overthrow the govern- 
ment of President Anwar Sadat and 
had been campaigning tor the li- 
quidation of banks. the destruction of . 


night clubs and liquor stores and an 
end to traditional Friday prayers un- 
til the Islamic caliphate, a theocratic 
Moslem state, is restored. . 

The Associated Press Cairo 
bureau received a telephone call 
from a man Identifying himself as a 
member of the outlawed, group. He 
said Zahabi would be killed by noon- 
today if the Government did not 
meet its demands. - 
' These Included payment of 200,000 
. Egyptian pounds ($900,000) “in com- 
pensation.'’' 

The group set a 24-hour deadline, 
expiring at. noon today .for its re- 
quests tobemet. 

The sources said Zahabi was 
dragged away from his home by four 
men armed with sub- machine guns. 

Members of Zahabi' s family 
screamed far help as the tanner 
minister was shoved into a car by his - 
kidnappers and whisked away. 
Neighbours poured, into the street 


and surrounded a second car, believ- 
ed to have been part of the kidnap- 
ping- 

The driver of the second car was 
arrested, police sources said. Two 
other men reportedly were Arrested 
when they attempted to deliver the 
group’s ransom demands at the 
Cairo offices of the United Press 
Internationa]. 

On the day of the kidnapping, the 
Cairo daily "A1 Gomhouria” publish- 
ed a report that an eight-member 
"ceir* of the outlawed group was 
arrested on June 18 while touring 
Nile River Delta towns to spread 
their religious concepts. 

Zahabi evidently was on top of the 
group's kidnapping list because as a 
cabinet minister he had toured Cairo 
mosques and urged the imams 
(preachers) to attack the “Atone- 
ment and Immigration” group, 
whom he accused of being 
revolutionary..

The Knesset Is expected on 
Wednesday to debate Saturday's 
fatal crash of a Landrover into a 
Sabbath chain across Bnei Brak's 
Rehov Haahomer — where tension 
was yesterday growing between the 
street's non-religious minority and 
religious majority. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said at yesterday’s weekly cabinet 
session that the Government would 
agree to the debate, but that this 
would, have to wait until after the 
High Court today hears two 
applications seeking to force the 
c Bnei Brak municipality to remove 
the chain, which It first set up two 
weeks ago. 

• The man killed in the after- 
midnight crash — Herzl Attiya, 22, of 
Ramat Gan — was buried yesterday 
In Tel Aviv’s Klryai Shoul cemetery 
after a funeral attended by Tel Aviv 
area public figures. 

Attiya, an orphan who lived with a 
married sister, was buried in a plot 
provided by the Bnei Brak 
Municipality. Due to opposition by 
his relations, no -autopsy was per- 
formed! 

Meanwhile, the other man In the 
'Landrover — Its owner and driver 
.. (not as reported yesterday) David 
’ Patau. «i»w 22 — harf sufficiently 
' recovered in Petah TIkva’a Beilinson 
Hospital to deny that, he had 
deliberately crashed the chain. He 
told detectives that he and Attiya 
were returning from a party and 
wanted to take a short-cut. Neither 
noticed the chain until the Landrover 
was lo metres from it. Travelling at 


00 km. per hour, he said.be had been 
unable to react in time. 

- Police, however, said they had 
statements from both Tellgious and 
non-religious eye-witnesses that' the 
crash had been deliberate. These 
witnesses reportedly said that the 
Landrover had been seen cruising 
about in the area of the chain, and 
had then sped up and crashed into it 
The two men in it had even been 
applauded by nonrreliglous 
bystanders, the witnesses had 
reportedly said, when they crashed 
into the chain. 

A Bnei Brak municipality 
spokesman, AvrahamTannenbaum, 
said three religions residents of the 
Ramat Aharon neighbourhood near 
the crash site had told police, that 
“the Landrover appeared in the 
Rehov Haahomer neighbourhood 
area at 12.45 a. m. on Saturday, from 
the direction of the Ge ha-Coca Cola 
intersection. Several religious 
residents were on the spot (at the 
chain). The men In the Landrover 
began to argue with them about 
access to Rehov Haahomer, and then 
said they would break through the 
barrier to the blocked-off section of 
the street. _ : 

- “The Landrover then left .and 
drove back in the direction of the ‘ 
Geha-Coca Cola intersection. - 
Suddenly it reappeared, racing 
along with Its headlights blazing. 
When it had neared the barrier it 
swerved to the right and broke 
through; but the Iron chain snapped 
back onto the windscreen and 
smashed- it.” 

As a result, Attiya was jerked out 


of Us seat into the back of the vehi- 
cle , which continued on for 50 metres 
and smashed into a stone wall, the 
witnesses said. 

A police spokesman said yester- 
day that an expert had checked the 
reflecting power of the police 
f barriers and the chain in Rehov 
Hashomer and found them easily 
visible at 50 metres away. 

A further indication that Patau 
may have deliberately sought to 
break through the chain was the 
total absence of any tyre marks from 
braking, he said. 

Bnei Brak Mayor Israel Gottlieb 
yesterday expressed sorrow at the 
death of Attiya. He said that since 
angry demonstrations last June 
between religious and secular 
residents of the area, the city had 
tried to prevent Sabbath: travel in 
Rehov Hashomer by using signs and 
stationing policemen at the rite, hut 
that the experiment had failed. Due 
to the danger of further 
demonstrations, the Municipality 
had decided several weeks ago to im- 
plement a decision made a year ago 
to string a chain across the road. 

The' Transport Ministry . never 
agreed to the barrier, but th£ police 
have toe authority to close a road if 
there is a threat to public order. 

The leader of the Alignment op- 
position on the Bnei Brak Ctouncil. 
Canni Petael, said that the trouble 
stemmed from the fact that the 
area's five long-time non-religious 
neighbourhoods had in recent years 
become surrounded by newer

Leaders of the Palestine Libera- 
tion - Organization in the past few 
days have been fighting a behind- 
the-scenes battle over a proposal to 
set up a Palestinian govemment-in- 
exile at an early date. It was 
reported yesterday that the leaden 
. have heffl a series of unannounced 
meetings on the issue, all of them in- 
conclusive. 

However, the proposal to form an 
“interim” government has been 
pressed anew on the PLO by Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat. Sadat is 
reportedly seeking a solution to the 
thorny question of Palestinian 
political representation prior to 
renewed Middle East deliberations 
which the Egyptian leader expects 
U.S. Secretary of State Qyrus Vance 


to launch later this month. 

Sadat also wants the projected 
government to lay the groundwork 
for a "defined and formal" 
relationship with Jordan. Sadat is 
said to favour incorporating Palesti- 
nian intellectual politicians and 
technocrats, rather than traditional 
PLO figures, in the projected 
government. He is believed to have 
suggested that the government In- 
clude West Bank and Gaza notables. 

It is not clear whether the Egyp- 
tian leader's proposals touch on the 
scope of allegiance between the pro- 
jected government and the PLO 
which opposes the UN resolutions on 
a Middle East settlement, hi any 
case. Sadat has suggested that the 
projected government is promised 
acceptance by the international 
co mm u n ity, which today Is more 


sympathetic towards the 
Palestinians than the PLO, 

Indications were that the bulk of 
the PLO leaders are far from 
enthusiastic over Sadat's proposal 
since they are afraid of being 
neutralized by the projected govern- 
ment. Nevertheless, the PLO is 
reported .divided into three major 
blocs. 

One — a pro-Egyptian — wanting 
to “take a chance," especially now 
that the pledge of a “Palestinian 
homeland” is being emphasized by 
the U.S. Administration, as a major 
component of a settlement next to 
the definition of peace and Israel's 
withdrawal towards the 1967 fron- 
tiers. Another bloc prefers to go 
with Syria rather than form its own 
government, and this is for two 

reasons — to win further cooperation 


with that country which has battered 
the PLO in Lebanon and to have 
that country regulate its political 
future since Syria itself is moving 
towards a federal union with Jqrdan. 

The third bloc consists of the 
avowed hardliners who believe that 
the PLO should contnue as such to 
lead the Palestinians towards the ul- 
timate aim of dismantling Israel and 
torpedoing any regional settlement 
in which Syria, Egypt or Jordan may 
involve themselves. 

There were indications that the 
conflict within the PLO might he 
shelved pending the outcome of 
Premier Menahem Begin’s talks 
with President Carter in Washington 
in two weeks' time. A breakthrough 
in these talks could sharpen the PLO 
split. Its absence would eventually 
heal such a split. 


Eban likely to accept 
mission to U.S.

TEL AVIV. — A source close to 
former Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
said last night that be believes the 
former Alignment foreign minister 
will accept Foreign Minister Mbsbe 
Dayan’s invitation to go to the U.S. 
on a public relations mission for the 
government. 

In a statement which appeared to 
substantiate thfa prediction, Eban 
said he is formulating the ideas he 
would convey in the U.S. if he goes. 
Eban said the final decision will de- 
pend, in part, on his meeting with 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres this morning. Peres may ad- 
vise Eban — he said, the party can 
express its opinion — but the chair- 
man has added that the final deci- 
pion is up to Eban. 

Peres and former Foreign 
Minister Yigal Alton have avoided 
expressing their views publicly. The 
issue will be discussed at the ex- 
ecutive of the Alignment Knesset 
faction meeting at 2 p.m. today, 
Alignment Whip MK Moshe Shahal 
said the issue may also come up at 
tomorrow's meeting of the entire 
Knesset faction. 

Some party members oppose 


Eban's trip because he would blur 
the differences between their policy 
which calls for a territorial com- 
promise and the Likud's hawkish 
line. Allon and other leaders have 
argued that the Alignment lost the 
Knesset elections partly because the 
differences were not made sharp 
enough. 

Some party members take excep- 
tion to tiie fact Dayan approached 
Eban ovr the heads of the Labour 
leadership. Coming after Prime 
Minister Menahem Begln's ap- 
proach to Dayan — which led to 
Dayan’s resignation from the Align- 
ment — and reports of a former 
cabinet minister who Is ready to sup- 
port the Likud if he gets a seat in toe 
cabinet — some Labour sources 
suspect a Likud attempt to under- 
mine the party. (Former Transport 
Minister Gad Ya’acobi on Saturday 
denied that he had expressed 
readiness to join the Likud 
government.) 

It is doubtful that Eban will pay 
much heed to the views expressed to 
the faction. Its members failed to 
elect hi m to the foreign affairs and 
defence committee. “Nobody came 
to his defence In difficult hours,” a 
source friendly to Eban said. 


Begin to Cabinet: No plans 
to replace Simha Dinitz

Israel’s ambassador in 
Washington, Simha Dinitz is sot due 
to be replaced. Premier Menahem 
Begin told the Cabinet yesterday In 
DInitz's presence. 

"Neither the Foreign Minister 
nor I have any proposal to replace 
him," Begin said, congratulating 
him on behalf of the Cabinet for his 
"excellent work representing 
Israel's interests in a devoted, 
vigorous and dignified manner.” 
The Cabinet wished Dinitz further 
success at his post. Begin added. 

The Prime Minister explained that 
he was making this statement in the 
light of sRCQyiatfon in the American 
press about Dinitz 'a status and 
future. 


Dinitz reported to the Cabinet on 
the Arab leaders' view of the 
elements of peace as reported to 
Washington; on the U.S. view of 
those elements; on Washington's ex- 
pectations of the Begin visit later 
this month; and on attitudes in 
Congress, the Jewish leadership, the 
media, and public opinion to the 
U.S. about Israel and Middle East 
peace negotiations. 

Dinitz later replied to ministers' 
questions. The cabinet will hold a 
special debate on the Begin vjsit at a 
date not yet fixed. 

Begin reminded his colleagues 
that they were expected to ignore 
Journalists’ questions about the con- 
tents of Cabinet meetings, as he had 
exhorted them the week before. 


Likud, DMC seem closer on 
settlements, elections

TEL AVIV. — The Likud and the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
appear to have reached an un- 
derstanding on the future of settle- 
ment in Judea and Samaria and on 
the new electoral reform. 
However, there was little change in 
the parties' stands on Israel's future 
boundaries. 

"There are no agreements,” a 
highly qualified Likud source 
reported after yesterday's meeting 
by Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich, 
Minister of Commerce, Industry and 
Tourism Ylgael Hurvitz and DMC 
leader Ylgael Yadin. 

Ya din last night Indicated the 
DMC may resume the coalition 
negotiations. Following the hour and 
40 minute meeting, be said that he 
had received clarifications about 
■ most of the issues but that another 
meeting was set for tomorrow to 
gauge the National Religious Party’s 
views on electoral reform. 

Yadin, who wants a sweeping elec- 
toral reform', is said to be concerned 
with the caluse in the coalition 
agreement stating that the new elec- 
toral bill must win the endorsement 
of all coalition partners. This gives 
the NRP, which wants only a limited 
change, the right of a veto. Yadin 
wants to be assured that the NRP's 
Dr. Yosef Burg will go along with the 
DMC-Llkud understanding. 

It is believed that if Yadin bad not 
felt there was enough ground to 
renew the negotiations, he would not 
have scheduled tomorrow’s meeting. 


The understanding with the Likud 
provides that the Knesset foreign af- 
fairs and defence committee will 
rule on settlement in Judea and 
Samaria if one of the cabinet 
ministers opposes the government's 
decision, the source added. 

The Likud had agreed that DMC 
members will freely express their 
viewB on boundaries when the 
matter cornea before the Knesset. 
However, should the DMC also want 
to vote against the government — it 
would have to leave the coalition. 

The “freedom to express their 
views” means that the DMC could 
Interpret the cabinet guidelines to 
say it denotes readiness for a 
territorial compromise on all fronts. 
(The Cabinet guidelines say Israel 
will attend a Geneva convention 
summoned on the basis of UN 
Security Council Resolutions 242 and 
338.) 

The parties did not discuss possi- 
ble portfolios for the DMC. Yadin 
said yesterday it is clear to him 
“what is open.” Another source con- 
firmed that there has been talk of 
Yadin being deputy prime minister 
and his movement heading three 
ministries. (Begin has reserved the 
Ministries of- Social Betterment, 
Justice, and Transport and Com- 
munications for the DMC. There 
were indications that the Likud 
would agree that the Health Ministry 
would become part of social 
betterment.) 

Yadin said he expected his 
movement’s secretariat and Knesset 
faction to meet towards the end of 
the week to decide whether to renew 
the negotiations.

Haifa could be 
U.S. Navy base 


THURMONT, Maryland (UP I). 
— The Carter administration, 
anxious to prove its firm com- 
mitment to Israel, is considering 
numerous proposals it hopes 
may set the stage tor a Middle 
East peace, including es- 
tablishing a U.S. military base in 
Israel. 

Although Carter has directed that 
silence be imposed on U.S. Middle 
East positions until after talks with 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
later this month, it was learned that 
consideration is being given to 
several proposals aimed at reassur- 
ing Jerusalem. 

White House sources said con- 
sideration is being given to setting 


up a U.S. military Installation within 
Israel's boundaries. 

“The Idea would be to guarantee 
the commitment,” one source said. 
“If there were an actual base, it 
would be a sort of insurance policy” 
for the Israelis. 

Another source said one possibility 
considered involved establishing an 
American naval base at Haifa. 

White House press secretary Jody 
Powell said he could not “confirm or 
deny” whether establishing a U.S. 
base in Israel was under considera- 
tion. 

"It is important, though, not to 
give this undue significance,'’ Powell 
said. “It may very well be tossed 
around, but a lot of ideas are. This 
would be just one of many.” 


Algerians, Moroccans in leftist force 
in S. Lebanon village, ex-prisoner says

DOVEV. — A 16 -year-old soldier 
with the leftist forces in the village of 
Y arto who was taken prisoner by the 
rightist forces to Saturday's clash to 
the village said yesterday that 
Algerian, Moroccan and possibly 
Somali men were part of the 40-man 
terrorist force in the village. 

The youth, who was wounded 
before being captured by the 
rightists, was brought for treatment 
at the Dovev "Good Fla nee" clinic 
and answered reporters’ questions. 
He is a member of the Lebanese lef- 
tist-affiliated Lebanese Arab Army 
and said that the terrorists and his 
force had kept a large stockpile of 
arms — including mines and 
sabotage charges — . in the village 
mosque. 


The clash in Yarin, a Moslem 
village, occurred when the terrorists 
put up a roadblock to intercept a 
routine patrol of the rightist forces 
along the South Lebanon highway. 
The commander of the rightist 
forces in the sector said that after his 
patrol was attacked, troops from the 
village of R'xneish stormed terrorist 
positions in close combat and killed 
more than 15 terrorists. 

He dismissed as "ridiculous” 
reports that the terrorists had 
managed to retake Yarin, saying 
that the rightist forces had never oc- 
cupied the village. TOey had only 
retaliated against a terrorist attack 
an a patrol that frequently passes 
along the Yarin sector of the south 
Lebanon highway, he said. 


Cabinet briefed on South Lebanon

New devaluation: Dollar rate IL9.59

The Treasury last night announced 
another creeping devaluation of a lit- 
tle iess than 2 per cent. The rate of 
exchange will be about HA. 59 per 
dollar today compared with ILB.41 
yesterday. 

The midnight devaluation made 
the currency basket unit — to which 
the Israel pound is linked — cost 
IL9.79 instead of ILD.60 — the rate 
set in the last devaluation towards 
the end of May. 

Travellers buying dollars for trips 
abroad will now pay ILL 1.03 per 
dollar. 

The devaluation was the first 
decided upon by the new govern- 
ment. Finance Minister Simha 
Ehrlich said after the devaluation 


was announced that he believes in 
the creeping-devaluation system 
since it prevents upheavals in. the 
economy while ensuring industry 
steady, and even rising profits from 
exports. He said creeping 
devaluations would continue as they 
bad under the Alignment, govern- 
ment. 

The Treasury spokesman said that 
banks would have to pay a levy on 
the foreign currency In their vaults 
commensurate with the rate of 
devaluation. Export incentives will 
also be raised to compensate for the 
devaluation, the spokesman said. 

The new exchange rates for the 
pound sterling will be about ILI7.1I; 
the German mark about IL4.08; the 
French franc about IL1.94; and the 
Swiss franc about H3.38. 


Ten-day Turkish government falls 


ANKARA (AP). — Turkish Premier 
Bulent Ecevtt's 10-day-old moderate 
leftist government was defeated 229- 
217 on its first parliamentary vote of 
confidence yesterday and Ecevlt 
presented his resignation to Presi- 
dent Fahri Koruturk. 

Ecevit said he would stay on in a 
caretaker role until the formation of 
a new government* 

In a brief statement after the vote. 


Ecevlt said he had respect for the 
decision of the parliament and ex- 
pressed hope it soon would find a 
solution to the government ques- 
tion. 

The failure by Ecevit to receive 
parliamentary support for -his 
minority government meant this 
Nato member nation once again 
would be plunged Into political crisis 
and shaky coalition rule.

Illegal building to East Jerusalem 
Is a' major planning concern — un- 
controlled housing can intrude into 
the rights-of-way of future roads and. 
into areas designated for landscape 


preservation, for example. It is also 
a political concern. Likud members 
of the City Cbuncil have charged that 
the Arabs are engaging to their own 
form of tower-and-stockade settle- 
ment in East Jerusalem, staking out 
their claim, on undeveloped land to 
-bead off development of Jewish 
neighbourhoods . 

Municipal officials, however, say 
that construction activity to East 
Jerusalem is not a political act but 4 
natural outcome of population 
growth and prosperity. Tbe latter 
derives not only from the un- 
precedently high wages East 
Jerusalem labourers have earned 
since 1987 but, to some extent at 
least, also from earnings sent by 
relatives working in the oil-rich 
states. 

"Can you smell the oil?" said an 
Bast Jerusalemite to a City official 
recently as he pointed to his new. 
and legally- built, bouse. Galloping 
Inflation also encourages East 
Jerusalemites to put their money 
into buildings rather than into 
savings accounts. 

The municipality has succeeded to 
cutting down illegal building activity 
— by causing the jailing of close to W . 
' Arab builders to tbe past three years 
on the one hand, and by liberalizing 


permit-application procedures on 
the other. The East Jerusalem 
builders have been sentenced to 
terms ranging from one to nine 
months. 

In West Jerusalem, where building 
violations are far fewer and of a 
more modest nature, nine persons 
have been Jailed for building 
violations in the same period. In 
many cases, the prisoners spend the 
day working around the main police 
station and return home to sleep. 

Approval of building applications 
in East Jerusalem was long com- 
plicated by tbe fact that for much of 
that part of the city.there is no legal 
outline plan that stipulates where 
building may be carried out. The 
legal plan for West Jerusalem, ap- 
proved In 1959 when the city was 
divided, docs not cover East 
Jerusalem. Some parts of East 
Jerusalem were covered by plans 
drawn up under the Jordanian ad- 
ministration, but these plans had no 
legal standing once Israeli 
sovereignty was extended over East 
Jerusalem in 1967. 

. Although some parts were subse- 
quently Included within local outline 
plans — particularly the Old City 
and its environs and the areas on 
which government housing 


developments were built — most of 
the Arab villages to Jerusalem are 
still not covered by legal plans. 
Building applications therefore had 
to be passed on to the District Plan- 
ning Commission for consideration. 

This procedure was simplified a 
year ago by the City Planning 
Department, which stipulated that 
construction could be carried out 
within the built-up perimeter of all 
villages provided that the building 
be no higher than two atorles, 
that access be provided, and that 
permission be obtained from the im- 
mediate neighbours and the village 


m ilk h tar. 

Tbe municipality itself now issues 
the permits. A city-planning official 
said last week that 15 permit 
applications are now being received 
weekly from East Jerusalem Arabs 
for new* buildings or extensions. The 
official said this legal construction 
activity probably surpasses illegal 
activity. 

The new outline plan for 
Jerusalem, now being considered by 
the planning authorities, will for the 
first time since the British Mandate 
embrace the entire city within a 
single, legal planning framework.

The Broadcasting Authority may 
stop purchasing films on "sensitive 
social subjects” from private 
production companies, following the 
suicide of ex-prostitute Zahava 
Tauser on Thursday — two hours 
before the story of her life was to be 
aired on TV. 

At the authority's weekly board of 
directors meeting yesterday, TV 
director Arnon Zuckerman said that 
the tragic circumstances of the 19- 
year-old girl’s death should induce 
the authority to reassess Its policy on 
purchasing films. Perhaps TV House 
should prepare its own films on sen- 
sitive topics, Zuckerman suggested. 

The board said that the authority 
had shown “deep sensitivity'' in the 
case, and thus there was “no place" 
for any complaint against it. But the 
girl's family have said they will soon 
sue both TV House and "Sirtei 
Rehov," the film company that 
prepared the documentary. 

In a suicide note found on her body 
after she hurled herself under a 
passing car on the Geha road, 
Zahava wrote that she had tried — 
unsuccessfully — to convince the 
television authorities and the film's 
director, Lihl Hanoch. to cancel the 
broadcast. "This show will kill me,*' 
she asserted in the note. 

Both the TV and “Sirtei Rehov" 
have denied that she ever asked 
them to cancel the programme. 

It is believed that Zahava was 
afraid that her boyfriend — a 
rehabilitated criminal who had turn- 
ed religious — would learn of her 
past and refuse to marry her. Their 
wedding was to take place in four 
months. 

The board of directors sat yester- 
day for a special showing of the 
documentary: "A Girl Looks for an 
Address.” The broadcast was 
cancelled after the police notified TV 
officials of the suicide note and 
Zahava's death. Most of the board 
said they were prepared to discuss 
the incident only after the police 
have finished their investigation. 
The film will not be screened in the 
meantime, but TV officials are 
reportedly eager to do so to prove 


Ministry woman 
held on suspicion 
of leaking exams

A woman clerk in the Education 
Ministry — suspected of leaking the

Tbe show should be taped, and not 
live, contended Ariel Weinstein (of 
the Liberal wing of the Likud), so 
that TV officials can preview and 
edit the show. 

Authority chairman Walter Eytan 
suggested that London hosts the 
programme “too often." 

Answering the criticism, TV direc- 
tor Zuckerman said tbe topics 
selected for "Alei Koteret" are 
scrutinized by several people before 
they are broadcast, and that Lon- 
don's political orientation has no 
connection witb the opinions 
presented on the screen. He promis- 
ed, however, that as the programme 
runs, other hosts beside London will 
be introduced. 


Begin forms body 
to look into

Saudi-Emirates hike oil price 


RIYADH (UFI) . — Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
yesterday raised their oil prices’ by B 
per cent, bringing them Into line with 
the remaining U members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries (OPEC). They thus 
effectively ended a six-month price 
war that had promised further 
OPEC price hikes for the 'second half 
of the year. 

In a brief communique following 
afternoon talks in the Saudi capital 
between the oil ministers of the two 
countries, the official Saudi press 
agency said the move, retroactive to 
July l. had been prompted by a con- 
cern for OPEC unity and "a feeling 
of responsibility toward the world 
economy." 

The price increase by the two 
countries, which account for some 40 
per cent of OPEC production, had 
been widely expected In the wake of 
last Wednesday’s decision by nine of 
the other 11 OPEC members to 
scratch a planned further price in- 
crease of 5 per cent beginning in Ju- 


ly, which would have notched prices 
at 15 per cent above 1976 levels. 

The compromise increase by the 
Saudis and the UAE effectively 
cem ented OPEC prices at 10 per cent 
higher than last year’s level through 
the end of the year. The Saudi state- 
ment stressed an across-the-board 
stabilization of price hikes as the 10 
per cent level would cost the world 
less than a Saudi -UAE holdout for 5 
per cent, while the rest of OPEC up- 
ped prices to the 16 per cent level. as 
originally planned. 

In a postscript clearly aimed at the 
OPEC hawks, Iraq and Libya — 
which refused to join in cancelling 
the July hike until they got firm 
guarantees the Saudis and the UAE 
would bring their prices into line 
with the majority — the Saudi an- 
nouncement called for “greater 
moderation in the future when oil 
price is discussed." 

The first OPEC ministerial 
meeting since last December’s ses- 
sion, which set off the oil price war, 
is set for Stockholm on July 12.

religious ones (which had led to the 
demand to close the street) . He said 
that the previous arrangement — of 
stationing policemen who requested 
Sabbath drivers who were not 
residents not to enter the area — had 
kept the peace. That arrangement 
had been drawn up by a committee - 
appointed by former Transport 
Minister Gad Ya'acobi. 

A Transport Ministry statement- 
yesterday confirmed that this had 
been the arrangement, and said the 
committee of experts had advised 
against closing the street.

There were occasions when the 
Knesset asserted itself and defied 
the government on matters due to 
come up In tbe courts. The sub judice 
rules have never been codified in this 
country. 

Premier Begin said he spoke in the 
Cabinet's name when he voiced his 
profound regret at the loss of life in 
the Bnei Brak tragedy. The Cabinet 
expressed its condolences to the vic- 
tim's family, and its hope that his in- 
jured companion would have a 
speedy recovery. 

Meanwhile, the Likud's Avraham 
Katz, the Alignment's Rabbi 
Me ii ahem Hacohen, Danny Rosolio 
and Naftali Feder, and Shelll’s Melr 
Pa'll have demanded urgent Knesset 
debates. Shulamit Aloni of the 
Citizens Rights Movement, who last 
week requested an urgent debate on 
the decision to close Rehov 
Hashomer, yesterday joined the 
Alignment In accusing the Govern- 
ment of responsibility for the acci- 
dent. 

Alignment whip Moshe Shahal 
claimed the Bnei Brak .accident 
resulted from the Government's sur- 
render to the demands of extreme 
religious groups.

Dayan criticizes EEC 
on Mid-East statemen

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
told British ambassador John Mason 
last week that the European 
Economic Community should not 
have come out with a political 
declaration on the Middle East 
without first learning the new. 
government’s policy. 

Briefing the Cabinet at its weekly 
session yesterday, Dayan said he. 
had spoken to Mason as the current 
chairman of the group of EEC am- 
bassadors serving In Israel. 

The EEC declaration Issued In 
London said that the Palestinian peo- 
ple had “a legitimate right to a. 
homeland" and that any Middle East 
peace must assure the fulfilment of 
this right. 

Dayan told the Cabinet that the 
EEC declaration had been ready and 
drafted for many weeih prior to the 
London meeting. Israeli envoys in 
European capitals' had' tried to con- 
vince tbe governments of the Nine 


not to publish a declaration 
representing further erosion in their 
stand towards Israel, and which 
would hamper the peace-maH^ 
process. ^ 

The Foreign Minister also review- 
ed the results of Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy'a visit to 
Moscow, which he said had produced 
no fundamental change In the 
relations between Egypt and the 
Soviet Union, leaving them aa chilly 
as ever. However, since FAhmy s 
visit, the two countries had stopped 
hurling hostile propaganda at each 
other through the media, Dayan 
noted. 

During Fahxny’s talks, both side* 
said they would like to create a new 
basis - for their relationship and 
return to normal, Dayan said. They 
-agreed that the two countries' stand* 
were close regarding the solution to 
the Middle East dispute, and the 
problems involved in the Geneva 
Conference.

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Egyptian minister proposes 
all Israelis leave Israel 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy 
has suggested here teat it would be 
better for all concerned if the 
.Israelis would leave Israel and "go 
back to the United States or to the 
Eastern European countries or 
wherever they came from." 

In an interview with "The 
Washington Star” last week, Fahmy 
added teat Egypt was not going to 
ask the U.S. “to force Israelis to go 
back.” 

“Certainly.” he continued, “if you 
can do this, it would be better, and I 
would thank you fcjr all time, 
because, you know, we have not been 
living in peace since they came here 
into this area.” 

U.S. officials were embarrassed 
by the Fahmy statement, primarily 
because the U.S. regards Egypt as 
one of the most “moderate” of Arab 
states. 

Fahmy has previously called for 
the repeal of Israel's law of Return, 
demanding, as part of any overall 
settlement, that Israel limit Jewish 
immigration. 

Answering questions on a wide 
range of subjects, Fahmy also said 
teat tbe Middle East "is closer to a 
war than to a peace" now that Likud 
leader Men ahem Begin is prime 


minister. 

“But if he (Begin) changes his 
mind, and he would like to change 
his own background or to achieve a 
just and peaceful settlement, we are 
open minded.” Fahmy said. “Then 
there is no problem. So far as we are 
concerned there Is no difference 
between Rabin, Dayan, or Begin. All 
these classifications between hawks 
and doves are complete nonsense.” 

Fahmy said that he regards the 
Likud victory as “almost tan- 
tamount to a coup by the military es- 
tablishment” in Israel. "It's not as 
simple as some people would like or 
hope to make it look, at all,*’ he con- 
tinued. "So you people in the U.S. 
should understand the meaning of 
what is happening, to what extent 
this may drag the U.S. to a point 
which may run contrary to its own 
national security.” 

Fahmy did express the opinion 
that Begin '‘will try to be mature 
enough" to look for a “peaceful 
settlement.” He avoided the use of 
the word "peace.” 

Egypt does not necessarily have to 
turn to the Soviet Union for arms 
supplies, Fahmy said. “We are 
diversifying our sources of weapons 
for our armed forces from Western 
-countries, from France, from Bri- 
tain, from everybody. And we are 
ready to get arms from the U.S.” 


Two hurt in Sinai mine explosion 


Two men were seriously injured 
near El-Arlah yesterday when the 
jeep they were driving hit a mine on 
a dirt road near the town. 

Neither of the two had been iden- 
tified by last night, but it is thought 
that they -are local residents. The 


vehicle the men were driving was 
filled with contraband coffee and 
other goods at the time of the explo- 
sion. 

It was thought last night that the 
mine was left over from the Six Day 
War, and was not freshly laid. 


New maths exam as probe goes on 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
As the Jerusalem police investiga- 
tion into the case of the stolen 
mathematics matriculation exam 
continues, some 25,000 pupils will to- 
day take an alternate version of the 
test, prepared by the Education 
Ministry after the discovery of the 
leakage last week. 

The black market sale of the maths 
exam (at IL4.500) was revealed to a 
TV reporter by MK Charlie Biton. 
Though the pupil who passed the 
exam on to Biton was offered im- 
munity from prosecution, he has not 
yet agreed to talk to the police. 
Today's exam was printed on 


yellow paper, to diatingiiinh it from 
the original exam, which was printed 
on white, the ministry spokesman 
said. 

Reports in the press of the sale of 
other exams or selected questions 
have so far not been confirmed by 
either the Ministry or Jerusalem 
police. 

An estimated 200 persons come in 
contact with matriculation exams 
between the time of the writing and 
the distribution to schools. The police 
started their Interrogation on 
Wednesday and have .administered 
lie-detector tests to some of those in- 
volved.

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Divisive 13-point agenda 
mars OAU summit 


LIBREVILLE. GABON (UPI). — 
Afro-Arab presidents yesterday 
began substantive talks on continen- 
tal problems, but immediately ran 
headlong into an explosive Issue 
which threatened to turn their annual 
mimm it gathering into one of the 
most divisive on record. 

Zaire President Mobutu Sese Seiko, 
his famous leopard cap perched on 
his head, denounced as "intellectual- 
ly dishonest" a report submitted to 
the 14th summit meeting, of the 
Organization of African Unity (OAU) 
on the fighting earlier this year in 
Zaire's Shaba province. 

The report, prepared by the OAU'a 
own secretariat, said it was difficult 
to say whether the fighting was an in- 
ternal or external matter, though 
Mobutu repeatedly charged the Inva- 
sion by Katangese gendarmes had 
been inspired by Angola with Soviet 
and Cuban assistance. 

The Shaba fighting was only the 
first of a series of explosive inter- 
African crises facing the conference. 


Rhodesia's nationalist leader 
Robert Mugabe said he will meet 
shortly with British* Foreign 
Secretary David Owen, but virtually 
ruled out In advance the possibility of 
any progress toward black majority 
rule. 

Mugabe also rejected out of hand 
the possibility of a British-inspired 
"peace-keeping force in Rhodesia" 
or any substantial progress on con- 
stitutional Issues until his own black 
guerrilla forces had physically taken 
over the security of the country. 

Another liberation leader. Sam 
Nujoma of the Southwest African 
People's Organization (SWAPO), In 
a speech to the 28 heads of state and 
government attending urged them to 
give "the children of Soweto guns 
and ammunition to carry on their 
struggle and help topple the white 
minority South African government" 

The deep divisions between OAU 
member- states were underscored by 
the fact that seven of the 13 agenda 
items dealt with major differences. 


‘Pravda’ blasts Carter 
for ‘Cruise’ decision 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday accused President 
Carter of starting a fresh spiral in the 
arms race and suggested he could be 
deliberately working to wreck 
chances for a new treaty limiting 
development of strategic weapons. 

The charges were Issued in a sur- 
vey of Carter's defence policy 
decisions over the past few days 
published by the "Pravda" in Its 
' authoritative weekly review of world 
affairs. 

The daily's structures were seen as 
reflecting strong Kremlin concern at 
the trend of U.S. defence spending 
despite suggestions by some outside 
commentators that the president's 
scrapping of the B-l bomber could be 
a conciliatory gesture to Moscow. 

The Communist Party newspaper 
said developments since Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance came to Moscow 
in March for talks on a Strategic 
Arms Limitation (Salt) accord 
"have only intensified doubts about 


the sincerity of the U.S. Administra- 
tion In this cardinal question" 

After attempting to revise the 1974 
Vladivostok provisional Salt agree- 
ment and impose on Moscow terms 
for an accord that would have given 
the U.S. unilateral advantages. 
Washington was now "moving on to 
the path of stepping up military 
preparations." the "Pravda" review 
said. 

The President's decision to go 
ahead with development of the cruise 
missile — a low-flying winged rocket 
with potential strategic range — was 
"alarming witness of this turn of 
events," according to the review, 
signed by commentator Oleg 
Skalkin. 

"It la well known how vital the 
(Cruise) question has been at the 
Soviet- Am eric an (Salt) talks. So it Is 
logical to ask if the U.S. intention Is 
to deliberately intensify the dif- 
ficulties in the path to a new Salt 
agreement," it said. 


Rhodesia MP joins 
the white exodus 


SALISBURY (AF). — A Member of 
Parliament Is joining the 1,300 white 
Rhodesians who flee their country 
each month to escape the escalating 
guerrilla war and the prospect of 
black rule. 

Wlckus de Kock, a member of the 
ruling Rhodesian Front, announced 
over the weekend he was quitting the 
legislature to' become a farmer In 
South Africa, where his ancestors 
lived before settling here in the 
1890s. 

The resignation followed that of 
Des Frost, head of the Front, who 
joined others in the party In opposing 
Prime Minister Ian Smith's support 
for Anglo-American initiatives for 
majority rule. 


Catalans hail 
autonomy vow 


MADRID (UPI) - — Catalans yester- 
day hailed the first government 
steps towards returning home rule to 
their rich region of northeastern 
Spain. 

"For the time being, Catalonia is 
happy and Spain Is calm," said "La 
Vanguardia," the prestigious 
newspaper of the region's capital, 
Barcelona. 

The 78-year-old president of the 
"Generalitat." or Catalan 
government-in-exile, Josep 
Tarradellas, was praised as "a 
Catalan Charles de Gaulle" for his 
role In the autonomy negotiations. 

The government of Premier 
Adolfo Suarez announced on Satur- 
day its support for autonomy for 
Catalonia and Spain's other regions. 
It proposed a transitional formula 
for bringing back by the end of July a 
degree of the self-rule that Francisco 
Franco stripped from Catalonisa in a 
1938 decree. 

The communique Issued by the 
Interior Ministry said "the definitive 
autonomy statute will have to be es- 
tablished by the Cortes (parliament) 
and it is hoped that this can be 
facilitated by negotiations between 
the government and the recently- 
elected representatives of the four 
Catalan provinces. 


‘Cruise’ crashed in three tests 


WASHINGTON (UPI), — The Cruise 
missile, which the Administration is 
speeding Into operation following 
cancellation of the Bl bomber, crash- 
ed in three of six test flights made so 
far. 

And Congressional sources Say the 
Defence Department never has 
responded to questions raised about 
the missile in a controversial 
General Accounting Office report 


earlier this year. 

The report criticized a decision to 
develop both Navy and Air Force 
versions. It also disputed whether 
flights of the Air Force version, 
known as the ALCM, met test objec- 
tives as claimed.

failures out of six ALCM tests 
“resulted in the Air Force not com- 
pleting all of their test objectives." 

An Air Force spokesman con- 
firmed on Friday that the ALCM also 
crashed on the third of the six flights 
when a fuel vent shut off premature- 
ly, -sending the missile into the 
ground 10 kilometres away from its 
Intended target. They said the flight 
was not considered a failure because 
its objectives, to test flight 
characteristics and the navigational 
system, were met. 

The other two ALCM crashes oc- 
curred because of an engine failure 
and malfunction of a gyroscope in the 
navigation system — the "heart” at 
the Cruise missile on. which Its. .high 
accuracy depends. 

The GAO report caused a bitter 
controversy, with Pentagon experts 
charging the agency's investigators 
were inexperienced and unqualified 
to make technical judgments about 
the weapons. 

Congressional sources, however, 
said there has been no formal 
response by the Defence Department 
to technical issues raised by the 
report and questions about the ALCM 
remain unanswered. Senior Defence 
officials responsible for supervising 
the programme were unavailable for 
comment. 

A seventh planned flight of the 
ALCM, scheduled for last December, 
was cancelled and there was specula- 
tion the Air Force programme was In 
trouble. But a high-level review pan- 
el in January found the test data 
satisfactory and ordered both the 
ALCM and the Navy Tomahawk mis- 
sile to continue into the next develop- 
ment stage. 

No more ALCM test flights are 
scheduled for this fiscal year, but a 
plan for 26 test flights In the year 
starting October 1 is now expected to 
be stepped up. 


In detailed reply to ‘Sunday Times’ 

Israel refutes torture allegations 


X regret that the ‘‘Sunday Times" 
did not ask for Israel's reaction or 
response to the statements made in 
the “Insight" article on torture 
before publishing it. Although the 
journalists involved claim they were 
working on the story for more than 
five months, there is no reference 
made to any attempt to verify the 
stories from any recognized Israel 
source whatsoever. 

It Is striking that there Is not a 
single Interview with an Israel judge, 
nor with a member of the Israel bar 
other than the two hostile lawyers 
who apparently inspired the article. 
There is not a single attempt at 
verification with members of the 
prison service. A place such as the 
Jerusalem local police station Is 
ominously termed "A detention and 
interrogation centre" in order to try 
and create a mise-^nscene, yet this 
local police station is in the centre of 
town and, as every Jerusalem 
lawyer and journalist is aware, local 
police are perfectly willing to allow 
visitors... 

Israel has an independent 

judiciary, a Ministry of Justice, an 

Attorney-General and an office of 
state and district attorneys all staff- 
ed by lawyers. We possess a judicial 
system which even Israel's avowed 
enemies admit Is both fair and of ex- 
tremely high calibre, yet the jour- 
nalists apparently did not feel there 
was need to ask these people about 
what was supposed to be going on In 
the state. 

That Israel is the one and sole 
country in the area 'that does not . 
carry out the death penalty." and that 
torture Is a crime under Israel law, 
are facts not mentioned. That torture 
or use of force, in addition to being 
crimes, are also offences against the 
police and military codes.- la not 
referred to — and that In the past of- 
ficers have been punished and 
demoted for use of force. Is given but 
scanty mention. 

Only by careful reading of the arti- 
cle can a reader realise that even the 
journalists writing the article have 
grudgingly admitted, that Israel 
courts refuse to consider any state- 
ment by the accused If the court is 
not convinced that it was given of the 
accused's own free will, without use 
of force or threat of force, and that 
Israel applies the British "judges 
rules" in regard to statements made 
to the police. The journalists did not 
apparently feel it necessary to add 
that the onus of proof In such cases Is 
on the prosecution, although they do, 
again, grudgingly admit that even 
the Arab lawyer to whom they spoke 
knew of five cases where military 
courts had refused to receive con- 
fessions by accused terrorists as the 
prosecution had not lifted the burden 
of proof. 

Only by very careful reading can 
the reader realise that in Israel, -as in 
other common-law countries, a state- 
ment to the police containing a con- 
fession needs corroborative evidence 
and it Is impossible to obtain a con- 
viction based on a confession alone. 
In the well known case of Zohir Wat- 
saf Z a ki Amlra. who admitted In his 
atatement to the police to the jpurder 
of a policeman — and the defence did 
not object to the admissibility of the 
statement' — he was nevertheless 
acquitted by the military court in 
Hebron solely on the ground that 
there was no corroborative evidence 
to that contained in the statement to 
the police. After being kept In ad- 
ministrative detention, he was 
released to Jordan.

The article most carefully refrains 
from mentioning the crimes of which 
the people involved were found guil- 
ty. -In fact, the crimes were acts of 
terror against civilians, the placing 
of bombs in supermarkets, buses and 
high-street shops. This terror was 
aimed at Arabs. and Jews alike... 

The impression the reader is In- 
tended to get is that what is Involved ' 
to some sort of political agitation, 
and that the only evidence against 
the persons was their confessions. 

The phrase used, for instance, 
"The Secretary of the Jordanian 
Communist Party has been quoted as 
saying that his West Bank comrades 
had indeed been active,” is a prime 
example of the sort of deliberate 
avoidance of the fact that there had 
been clear statements that the “ac- 
tivity" involved was physical and 
brutal terror. 

On first reading the article, one's 
impression is that although, as the 
journalists admit, there is no hard 
evidence of such torture, there Is 
"corroboration of verifiable details.” 

On a second careful reading. It 
transpires that the corroborative 
evidence exists as regards details 
that are not disputed. The persons 
were Indeed' arrested. Interrogated 
and charged with crimes. That Is not 
in issue. The fact, for instance, that 
two prisoners were at such and such 
a prison- together and both describe 
it, is Indeed evidence, but It is 
evidence as to' facts that are not in 
question. All Israel prisons are open 
to inspection and such .inspections 
are carried out frequently by judges, 
representatives of the Attorney- 
General and defence counsel, in- 
cluding advocates Tsemel and 
Longer. It Is only on careful reading 
of the article that it becomes ap- 
parent that on the actual use of tor- 
ture there Is no evidence whatsoever. 

Israel emphatically denies the 
truth of the allegations In the article, 
and I would like to refer to only some 
of the more blatant alleged evidence 
quoted In the article. 

The first esse referred to Is that of 
Omar Abd Munip Abdel Karim 
Salamey. The authors of the article 
admit that “the medical evidence is 
not conclusive." However, they add 
that there is “external evidence," 
this being — according to the article 
— that Israel military authorities 
told the "Reuters" correspondent 
that Omar Abdel Karim had served 
three years in prison, while in fact 
"Insight” “discovered" that he had 
been only three months in prison. In 
fact, Omar Abdel Karim had been 
arrested in 19T0 and sentenced to four 
years in prison, of which two- and- a- 
half were suspended. He was releas- 
ed on June 20, 1972, his period of 
arrest pretrial being taken intp Ac- 
count. .He,yraa;arrested t sgaip T Jpur 

yean later; on* October "3,'_i97e; . and 
tiiree months IfLler, on F^hi*pary 24, 
1977. released to Jordan on medical 
grounds. These facts are on file and 
available to the public. The fact that 
the "Reuters" correspondent 
referred to the earlier period of Im- 
prisonment and not the later Is the 
"external evidence" submitted by 
the “Insight" team. 


Italians miffed by Moseow 


ROME (tlFI). — Top Italian Com- 
munist Giancarlo Pajetta indicated 
yesterday after flying back from 
talks in Moscow that some very 
tough language had been exchanged 
on what he called “burning Issues" 
such as Czechoslovakian dissidents 
and the recent Soviet attack on 
Spanish Communist leader Santiago 
Carrillo. 

Pajetta, chief of the Italian Com- 
munist Party Commission for Inter- 
national Policy, said the talks had 
been held In an “extremely frank at- 
mosphere." which in past diplomatic 
jargon has meant there was little or 
no agreement on substantive Issues. 


Italian Communists have con- 
demned the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia and sympathize with 
Soviet dissidents. 

Pajetta and two Italian Communist 
Senators Hew to Moscow on June 29 
for seven hours of high-level talks 
with Soviet ideologist Mikhail Suslov, 
alternate member of the Politburo 
Boris Ponomarev, and his deputy 
Vadim Zagludin. 

They were held shortly after the 
Soviet foreign affairs journal "New 
Times" attacked Eurocommunism . 
of which the Italians are champions, 
and Carrillo, accusing him of 
deliberate anti-Soviet positions.

I had nothing to tell and I had to save 
my wife. I said I had bombs and I hid 
them In my lavatory." However, the 
article does not state that Karim then 
went on to give a long and detailed 
statement tn which — inter alia — he 
describes how and from whom he 
received explosive charges, his 
'meeting In Amman with Yusuf Quin- 
sleh, a leading member of Fatah, 
who in turn was under instructions 
from Abdalla el-Atlra, the man 
responsible for placing the booby- 
trapped refrigerator In Jerusalem’s 
Zion Square, In which 14 people were 
killed and 72 wounded. Omar Abdel 
Karim went on to describe how he 
had sent his nephew, Ottoman to 
Damascus to obtain arms (the 
nephew, Hasson Ottoman, confirmed 
this In a separate statement to the 
police). He then described how he 
had hidden detonators In the roof of 
his house in the village of Beit Safaur. 
After si g nin g the statement, Karim 
went with an escort of border police 
to his house where the detonators 
were found as Karim had described 
them. 

Karim was released after three 
months because of his medical condi- 
tion. The fact that toe was under 
treatment prior to his arrest la'not 
disputed by “Insight.” 

Incidentally, two days after being 
released from prison In a state where 
“he couldn’t recognise his brother," 
he happily appeared at a press con- 
ference and on Jordanian T.V. 
Release of a prisoner on medical 
grounds Is a regular procedure in 
Israel and In many countries, but It 
might well seem an extraordinary 
step to people In our neighbouring 
Arab states. This reasoning might 
well go a long way to explaining wby 
Karim felt it necessary to elaborate a 
false -story of torture to ex pisip his 
statement to the police ami hii-Sariy 
release. . 

As regards the second case men- 
tioned, that of Hasson Herb, there is 
a formidable list of medical cer- 
tificates disproving the allegations. 
Hassan Harb was examined on ad- 
mission to prison on May 23, 1974 and 
was found to be suffering from 
haemorrhoids. On May 2, 1974 he 
received a dental check-up and den- 
tal treatment. He was examined 
again on June 11, 1974 and on July 4, 
1974. On August 8, 1974 H assa n again 
received dental treatment and a 
further medical check-up an August 
14, 1974. At all the medical check- 
ups, Hassan complained of the hae- 
morrhoids and received medication. 
Ob the examination held on 
July 4,' 1974, the examining, doc-' 
tor noted a cut on the right ankle. In 
none of the examinations did Hassan 
complain that he had been tortured.

jection to the admission of his state- 
ment to the police and matfe’no*men- 
tiom of such heating. He is quoted u 
having been held 16 months without 
trial. But the “Insight" team than 
fail to add that he was then brought 
to trial and sentenced to four yean' 
imprisonment, of which all but IS 
months was suspended.

While the defence 61 civil rights 
and liberties has never been the sole 
prerogative of the American Jewish 
Congz%88» their approach to this 
problem,' and in particular to its- 
racial aspects, has varied from that 
of most other Jewish organisations 
and- institutions. The AJC feels 
strongly that civil rights are Indivisi- 
ble and that the best way of combat- 
ting -anti-Semitism Is by fighting 
against every form of discrimination 
on grounds of race, creed, colour or 
national origin. Furthermore, the 
Congress came to the conclusion, 
many years ago, that the struggle 
against racial discr iminati on could 
not be confined to educational 
propaganda campaigns, but that 
Specific and concrete action In the 
legal and legislative field was vital. 

Thus, the AJC regards as .among 
Its primary tasks the drafting . of 
legislation against discriminat ion in 
matters such as housing, education 
and employment, filing briefs in 
major test cases before the courts, 
and giving expert testimony before 
governmental and public com- 
missions and agencies. - 

The American Jewish Congress 
has recently concentrated in par- 
ticular on four areas of activity, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Naomi Levine, their 
National Executive Director. Mrs. 
Levine is a graduate of Columbia

lav School, was for many years an 
assistant professor in race relations 
at John Jay College of Criminal 
Justice, and has written widely on Ih- 

tergroup relations. 

The fight against the secondary 
Implications In the U.S. of the Arab 
boycott has been foremost j»Tnnng 
these four areas. The extension of 
this boycott to American companies 
which tirade with Israel h as been 
vigorously attacked by the AJC In 
the courts and state legislatures. The 
Congress evolved. the novel scheme 
of purchasing a few shares in several 
major American companies. This 
acquired them the rigid to demand 
disclosure of involvement ■ In- the 
boycott; As a result, the -top 
managements of a number of mul- 
tinational companies - decided to- 
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, reassess their stands in the light of 
protests from* shareholders, corF 
Burners and the general public, nils 
campaign undoubtedly contributed 
to some extent towards the recent 
anti-boycott legislation .enacted in 
America. 

A second Important field of activi- 
ty has been against what Mrs. 
Levine calls “reversed dis- 
crimination," La. ( in favour of black 
students in the universities at th&ex- 
■■ penae of other ethnic groups. In 
- many cases, a nwmerus cUmsus has 
been introduced in order to keep the 
’ overall student population in 
manageable proportions. 

An outstanding example of AJC 
action in this area was their brief to 
the Supreme Court in the.Bakke case 

- (in which a poor Italian student was 
denied admission to a medical school 
in California, whereas black 

- students with inferior qualifications 
were accepted). In their brief, the 
AJC argued that if preference were 
given to certain students. It should 
be based on cultural, economic and 
motivation "grounds, and -not purely 
on racial qualifications. Bakke won 
his appeal.. 

-. Lastly, the AJC has interested 
itself In the role of the victim in the 
criminal justice system, since so 
many victims of crimes of violence, 
in New York in particular, have been 
’Jews. The AJC has Instituted private 
complaints in an effort to get com- 
i pensation for the victims or their 
relatives, and in order to. combat 
plea bargaining which may result in 
the. offender’s getting off without 
paying the price to society.

The sky in July

binoculars, especially a few nights 
after the new moon, when the sky is 
really dark. Now a guide book or star 
map, will stand you in good stead. 

The MUky Way is a galaxy. It is 
composed of one hundred billion 
stars, spinning endlessly in the 
shape of a fried-egg with the yolk in 
the centre. Binoculars will resolve 
this cloudy band into myriads of 
stars, star clusters, nebulae and 
other galaxies. Remember that the 
reason you are seeing so many more 
than with the naked eye is that you 
are increasing the brightness seven 
or eight power and thus seeing seven 
or eight times more stars. 
Theoretically, we also increase the 
size but because of the infinitesimal 
distances, the stars do not appear 
bigger. 

Our sun is one of the stars in this 


collection, about 30,000 light-years 
from the bulging centre, half way to 
the edge. which gives us an 
edgewise- view. In ancient Judea, the 
Milky Way was thought to be a 
“Long Bandage" wrapped around 
the heavens. It was also called the 
"Path of Noah's Ark," and many 
other names in many cultures. 

Back to Cassiopeia, we find stars 
C&ph and Shedar are part of the back 
of the chair, with gamma and the 
others the seat and leg. I chose this 
time of night and year so that you 
would see the chair upright — it 
wouldn't be fair for the queen to sit 
on her head, even if she Isn't there. 
Since not all stars have names, we 
use the Greek alphabet to identify 
those in the constellations, even If 
named. Others have numbers, with 
or without a letter. These refer to in-

villages and towns, the wild plants 
bad to make room for civilisation, 
and nature began to withdraw from 
view. The need to bring nature 
nearer to man again led to the crea- 
tion of gardens — first around royal 
palaces and monasteries, later 
around private bouses and 
highways. Then came public parka 
with artificial landscapes. 
Gardeners all over the world used' 
wild flowers to beautify urban en- 
vironments- By cross-pollination and 
other means they changed the form, 
colour and size of wild plants and 
created the cultivated plants we 
know today. 

Although wild plant cultivation 




and new streets, but the lovely 
hollyhocks and caper bushes have

Hollyhock. — (Althea rosea or 
maloa in Latin, halamith in 
Hebrew). 

This biennial, which can be trained 
as a perennial, la related to the cot- 
ton and hibiscus. It flowers In spring 
and summer in an endless variety of 
colours : white, yellow, apricot, pink, 
blue or purple. There fas also a double 
kind, with flowers like powder puffs. 
It reaches a height of-ltf-2 metres 
and should be treated as a tem- 



beg&n tn ancient times and con- 
tinued during the Middle Ages, the 
main impetus came with the 
Renaissance. At that time scientists 
were not so much concerned with the 
ornamental aspect of wfld folowera, 

. but .with their medicinal use. The 
authors of the 1,400 page "Herbal 
History, of Plants” (printed in Lon- 
don hi 1597) were a physician, John 
Gerarde, and a pharmacist, Thomas 
Johnson. Jewish learning, too, con- 
tributed to plant definition. The 
Mishna (completed in 200 
C.K.) describes no less 'than 214 
plants of Eretz Ylsrael, mostly edi- 
ble fruits, vegetables and herbs. 

ABOUT 25 years ago I transplanted 
two plants, growing among the rocks 
around our house In zny garden. I 
have enjoyed their flowers year 
after year ever since and recom- 
mend you to follow my. example 
(mless they are protected species), 
uie rocks have given way to houses 


per ary border plant. It fits best as a 
background, in front, of the perma- 
nent border shrubs and the garden 
fence. The hollyhock needs a sunny 
location . and a deep cultivated soil 
with only a little manure. You can 
collect the dry seed capsules (which 
.children Uke to eat) now, after the 
flowering season. The Arabs call 
them hubes, which, means . bread. 
Another wild flower of the same 
botanical aperies the Arabs call 
hub as a. This plant saved' many 
Jerusalemites from starvation dar- 
ing the siege of 1943. They collected 
the iron-rich hubesa leaves in the 
Valley of the Cross and cooked them 
Uke spinach. . . 

Dried hollyhock seeds cm be sown 
now in nursery frames. They wffl - 
germinate in 2-3 weeks.. You can' . 
transfer them to the garden when 
they reach a height of 10 cm. Plant 
them out in triangular groups with a 
50 cm space from plant to plant and 
one metre between the groups. The 


capers 

young plants have long tapering 
. roots apd you must take care to put 
them; Into the grounAwlthori; damag- 
ing them or doubling them up. Give 
• the plants' a regtflar watering "(3 
times a week In hot weather) and 
when they reach 30 cm In height give 
them occasional feedings with liquid 
manure. 

Where heavy winds prevail, stake 
the hollyhocks accordingly. If 
planted early they will be strong 
enough to withstand the winter frost, 
but they will produce their first 
flowers not earlier than next 
summer. A fungoid disease often 
appears, called "hollyhock rust" 
( puccinea malvacearum),. which, 
forms ugly orange and bro w n spots 
on leaves and sterna. Remove and 
destroy all heavily infected leaves 
and spray with a permanganate 
(manvagan) solution. After the 
flowers fade and you collect the 
seeds, cut the entire stem at ground 
level. New healthy sprouts will come 
up in a couple of weeks, and by next 
season the old holly bock will have 
regained Its former height and 
flower as beautifully as now. 

Hollyhock roots are a well known 
remedy for coughs and bronchitis. 

Capers. — (capparis spinosa — 
Hebrew tzalaf). 

This wild plant belongs to the 
honeysuckle family and is native to 
all Mediterranean countries. It 
grows between rocks and old ruins, 
on walls and rooftops. (I have seen 
caper plants sprouting In the 
crevices of the Western Wall, where 
they found a home after the Romans 
destroyed the temple). A village in . 
the vicinity of Jerusalem was. called 
Tzelafon because of its caper shrubs. 
The caper Is also the basis of an 
emblem for Ne ot-Kad.uml.my the 
Biblical plant reservation in Galilee. 
The reddish, stems and dark green ' 
leaves add beauty to many ugly 
walla. Its decorative white flow era 
with yellow and pink stamens re- 
mfnd ua of butterflies. ' 

. The flower-buds (as long as they 
remain closed) may be collected fair 
pickling. Caper sauce la a well 
.known salad dressing. Liptauer 
cream cheese is made with capers ; 
and spices. • 

The caper flowers fade quickly but 
new ones appear daily for a prolong- 
ed period. After the flowering season 
you had better cut the caper stems at 
ground level, since when dry they 
have dangerous spikes which can 
become a nuisance in your garden. 
The aeed pods are mostly food for 
aphids — so you will do well to get rid 
of them too. 

Next spring the r em ai nin g roots 
will start a new life and form an even 
larger capo* bush. Propagation is by 
seeds or root cuttings.

Israel denies torture

on 12 February 1977. 

Again and again reference la made 
to Advocates Langer and Tsemel as 
sources. Both Advocate Longer and 
Advocate Ts emcl make a practice 
of claiming that every Client of theirs 
who makes a statement to the police 
does so under pressure. A case of Ad* 
vocate Tsemel that has become 
famous in Israeli legal circles is the 
case of Khaled Zaurawi v. The 
Minister of Defence (H.C. 98/76),. 
where she claimed that a declaration 
gigned by her client had been ob- 
tained by threats and blows on the 
head and that her client had had to 
undergo two brain operations to 
remove thrombosis caused by 
"previous interrogations.” What Ad- 
vocate Tsemel had forgotten was 
that a year earlier, at Zawawi'a 
criminal trial (M.C. H 04/75), she 
herself had pleaded for leniency on 
the grounds that her client had a long 
history of chronic brain thrombosis 
dating back many years before. 

When this discrepancy was pointed 
out at the Supreme Court session, Ad- 
vocate Tsemel hurriedly withdrew 

her petition and only requested that 

the state not press for expenses 
against her client (which they 
refrained from doing). 

Fayez Tourunji appears on the list 
of those claiming they were ill- 
treated or tortured. However, Ad- 
vocate Tsemel on IS July 1976 wrote 
to the Minister of Police complaining 
that when Tourunji had been 
arrested, one of the policemen who 
accompanied him back to the house 
drew a revolver in a threatening 
manner against a member of the 
household (The policeman later ex- 
plained that he thought be was being 
threatened, and nevertheless was 
reprimanded). Tsemel specifically 
states in her letter that there was no 
violence during the arrest. 

In a further letter to the Minister of 
Police dated 29 September 1976 on 
the issue, Advocate Tsemel again 
makes no reference to any violence 
against her client. 

The “Insight” team fail to quote 
either of these two letters or explain 
why Advocate Tsemel did not com- 
plain if there had been ill-treatment. 

Advocates Tsemel and Langer 
have made a practice of submitting 
complaints about ill-treatment of 
their clients, yet when the police 
open enquiries- and request the peo- 
ple to provide statements or to sub* 
mit evidence, the two lawyers simply 
fail to reply. 

For example, in Police File 598/76 
Advocate Langer complained about 
an arrest that had taken place on 25 
February 1976. The police phoned 
and wrote a number of letters, the 
lastbeing on 31 March 1976 asking 
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her to substantiate the claim. No 
answer at all was received from Ad- 
vocate Langer. 

J xi Police File 755/76 Advocate 
Tsemel complained on 1 April 1976 to 
the Minister of Police that nine of her 
clients had been beaten by the police. 
The police wrote repeatedly asking 
her that her clients or witnesses 
make statements as to the 
allegations. Advocate Tsemel ig- 
nored the letters and no statements 
were received. Again in Police File 
76/76 advocate Tsemel complained 
on 8 January 1976 that a client of hers 
had been struck by a policeman dur- 
ing bis arrest. The police authorities 
wrote three times to the advocate 
asking that her client make a state- 
ment. The letters were ignored by 
Advocate Tsemel. 

In many of the cases the persons 
referred to had good reason for 
claiming that statements made were 
made under torture, for In these 
statements they implicated others in 
the various acts of terror committed. 

There have ' been cases of Arab 
prisoners being brutally murdered 
by their fellow prisoners on suspicion 
that they cooperated with the 
authorities. Once claiming torture, 
they perhaps feel they can no longer 
be accused by their colleagues of 

betrayal. 

Israel police and security have 
every reason to refrain from use of 
force. Such use of force is a serious 
criminal offence, and where cases of 
police brutality have been found in 
the past, police officers have been 
prosecuted, and it is Israel’s policy to 
do so In the future. 

Israel reports to the Red Cross on 
every single prisoner from the 
territories'. The details of the 
prisoner are listed on a computer run 
by the Red Cross. Furthermore, as 
has been emphasised, any statement 
obtained by such methods is Inad- 
missible. Torture leaves medical 
evidence, yet in not one of the alleged 
cases has medical evidence been 
submitted. On the contrary, in every 
case where Israel authorities were 
informed of the allegations, medical 
reports lulled to substantiate the 
allegations. 

Every prisoner admitted to prison 
is subject to a medical examination 
and to a further examination on 
release. These examinations are on 
record. 

If clear evidence is produced, the 
Israel government undertakes to 
make every effort to investigate such 
complaint and to prosecute any 
policeman, soldier or security of-' 
ficlal involved. But no such evidence 
has been produced, and we can but 
reiterate our regret and dismay that 
the "Sunday Times” found fit to 
print such an article.

Market irregular 



TEL/AVTV. — The stock market 
opened, bn a rising- note yesterday, 
but as trading- continued and moved 
Into the variables, the market turned 
Irregular. 

Were , was a definite tendency to 
selective buying, and the turnover, 
l&U-Sm-, was almost identical with 
that of last Thurday. An irregular 
market in the variables la often 
taken as an indication that prices 
will fall today. The turnover in the 
variables was 1142,873,700. 

If the market leader, Mizrahi 
bearer, with a turnover of 1,838,000, 
lost one point to stand at 221, the 
runner-up market leader, Bank 
Leumi, gained 0.5 to close at 289.5 
with a turnover of 1,548,500. 

Leumi "options" opened and dosed 
at 171.5, with 1,215,100 shares chang- 
ing bands. 

If Otzar Hahityashvut lost four to 
stand at 341 (69,700 turnover). Union 
Bank gained four to stand at 500 
(198,100) turnover. Trading in Bank 
Ha poalim shares was relative qnlet 
with prices remaining stable. 

Mortgage companies, on the 
whole, were up. 


General Mortgage registered 
(184,000 traded) rose by two paints to 
33S, and Its bearer (209,800) gained 
five to 347. Shikun gained ten to 297 
(386,000 turnover), and Tefahot also 
gained five to 500 (54,000). 

Insurance companies also rose, es- 
pecially Art eh, up five to 800 (87,900) , 
Hassneh bearer, up nine to 604 (285.- 
300 turnover) , and Zur, up 25 to 720 
and "buyers only," although 5,000 
shares ware traded In the variables. 

Land and development companies 
were highly irregular. If Africa TTa n

For exam- 
ple, Pri-Or lost 15 points to B75 when 
only 1,000 were offered: Large falls 
from small offers were especially 
evident with Naphta, which fell by 29 
points to 1,601 when 2,600 were 
offered, and Lapidot bearer, which 
fen by 80 to SL320 when only 1,000 were 
offered. Strangely enough, a demand

Industrials .were Irregular, with 
Elite losing four to 431 (193,800), but 
Argamian gained 18 to 879.5 with no 
turnover since it became "buyers 
only." Both Ata "B" and Ata “C"

Chipboard success story 


By MORDECHAI EBAMN 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Within a few month* 
since its establishment, a chipboard 
plant set up by the Jewish Agency 
has eliminated the Import of pressed 
board and has begun exporting the 
material in substantial quantities. 

Luhot Hagalil was - established in 
Western Galilee by the Agency's 
settlement department as part of the 
Infrastructure for the absorption of 
the younger generation of 
moshavlm. It is located in the Goren 
regional centre, one of four such cen- 
tres designed to prevent migration of 
that generation from rural Galilee to 
the cities. 

The plant completed its running-in 
In March, and now works at its fun 
capacity of nearly 100 cubic metres 
per day, in three shifts. Of Its 45 
employees, 35 are sons of neighbour- 
htg. moshavlm. Housing for them is 
beb^ planned in the regional centre, 
0nd wDl complete — along with other 
enterprises set up there — the 
development of the settlement 
department's project

man, Israel Shimoni. This, he told a 
press conference yesterday, has' 
enabled the firm to replace nearly 
IL1.5m. worth of imports during the 
past six months, and to export some 
20 per cent of its product in the form 
of locally-made furniture. The plant 
has orders far exceeding its capaci- 
ty. 

Shimoni, a moshav farmer (from 
Bnei Atarot) who had worked for a 
time as an Agriculture Ministry of- 
ficial, said Ms board Includes not 
only representatives of the Jewish 
Agency, but private industrialists 
and businessmen as well. It is 
operated and financed like any 
private firm — thanks to the 
foresight and insistence of Max 
Fisher (Jewish Agency Board of 
Governors chairman) and Agency 
treasurer Arieh Duhrfn. 

Luhot Hagalil, Shimoni reported, 
has refused to enter into the cartel of 
the existing plywood companies, 
which produce an inferior chipboard 
as a bi-product. Hie Industry and 
Commerce Ministry had undertaken 
to eliminat e the cartel by this month 
(following a court .'ruling to this, 
effect), but later postponed this to on 
indefinite date. Meanwhile, this 
cartel sets the prices for chipboard 
under the control of the public com- 
mittee on prices: and Luhot Hagalil 
must market its better product at the 
same price, although it could obtain 
a higher price, Shimoni said, 

The difference between the hither- 
to available “sfblt" (chipboard) and 
that produced by Luhot Hagalil can 
be seen by the naked eye: the sur- 
faces of the latter are smoother and 
denser, made of much smaller chips 
and ready for the various types of 
ftwiwhtng work. .

Clustering more and more fac- 
tories In development towns to not 
going to solve the development town 
"problem,” Yitzhak Peretz, the new 
Deputy-Minister of Industry,. 
Commerce and Tourism; says. 
Feretz will head the Ministry's 
development town section. 

In an Interview with The 
Jenualem Post last week, the 42- 
year-old former mayor of Dlmona 
observed, “Of course, an Industrial 
base to vital tor continued growth of 
development towns. However, these 
places bear a negative image, an im- 
age reflecting actual conditions in 
these towns. 

"I think there's a way of counter- 
ing this image. Let's stop pushing for 
mass-production industries, such as 
textile works and the like. Instead, 
we should attract many more 
science-based Industries- Such 
plants are heavily staffed with un- 
iversity graduates. They give a town 
stature. What's more, their wives ' 
usually take jobs as teachers or 
social workers. Now, what could be 
better than that tor a poor town try- 
ing to pull itself up by its 
bootstraps?" 

To ease a businessman's way into 
a development town, Feretz would 
"cut red tape to the bone because it 
scares away potential investors. "He 
admits, though, that certain special 
paperwork will always be necessary 
because of the inherent features of 
doing business in a development 
town. 

These features are quite attrac- 
tive, and many enterprising in- 
dustrialists are getting to know 
them. They Include easy credit, 
generous grants and important tax 
benefits. 

Workers also gain from relocating 
to development towns, what with 
substantial income tax exemptions

: and fine housing at giveaway prices. 

Ironically, though, these special 
worker benefits have already 
become a problem in themselves. 
Peretz explains: "With the best of in- 
tentions, our previous governments 
have made it very attractive for city 
folks to move to development towns. 
However, as a 29-year -old country 
we already have a second generation 
in those towns — children of the 
original settlers. 

"Returning from army duty, these 
young people marry and are offered 
the basic 48-square-metre flat. This 
naturally contrasts with the hniming 
units made available to newcomers. 
As a result, the second-generation 
development towners move away — 
to Tel Aviv, Haifa or elsewhere. 

"So, what have we gained, an ex- 
change of population? Is that the 
purpose of development towns? No, 
these towns mist not only flourish, 
but must also grow — and at a faster 
rate than the national norm." 
Therefore, Peretz favours extending 
to all residents of development towns 
the same benefits and Incentives 
offered to persona moving in from 
the outside. 


Also on the Deputy- Minister's 
agenda is consolidation of all 
development town advancement ef- 
forts under one roof — his office. At 
present, the inter-ministerial 
"Development Town Settlement 
Direction Unit” Is part of the Labour 
Ministry. In addition, other Govern- 
ment Ministries have development 
town "desks." 

"Let's tie them all up together and 
keep them here," says Feretz. 
"Then, os the services of this or that 
Ministry are needed, we will go out 
and seek those services. We know 
the addresses." 

The soft-spoken, Casablanca-born 
Peretz, a father of four. Is a member 
of the Likud's La' am faction and 
serves as one of its Knesset 
Members. As soon a she was mooted 
for the Deputy-Minister post for 
development town affairs, Peretz 
requested — and received — 
membership in the Knesset Social 
Betterment Committee. 

“X think serving on that committee 
will help me see perspectives of the 
development town situation which I 
could not even see as mayor of 
Dimona from 1971 to 1974," he told 
The Poet. 

As things stand now, says Peretz, 
a substantial Investment in a 
development town Industry to more a 
matter of heart than pocketbook. He 
concludes: "Fortunately, there is 
plenty of heart among the Jewish 
people, especially in the diaspora. 
Just the other day I conferred with 
an American Jewish industrialist 
who is wild about Hazor in the 
Galilee. He will soon establish a 
plant there, giving work to hundreds 
of people. 

“I’m .certain there are more men 
like him, and I intend to seek them 
out. What better contribution can a 
Jew make to the survival of the State 
of Israel than building a plant in a 
development town here?" 


Bank Leumi 
advances in 
world standing 


The British monthly "The 
Banker" to publishing tor the eighth 
year a list of the 300 largest banks in 
the world. 

The most significant currency 
movements this year were the steep 
fall In the Italian lira and the' slide in 
the pound Sterling. These had the 
effect of pushing the Italian and 
British banks lower down the list. 

The big three American banks 
(Bank America Oorp, Citicorp and 
Chase Manhattan) remained 
remarkably firm at the top, although 
the inclusion of Caisse Nationale de 
Oedit Agricole France, in the list for 
the first time in 1978, forced Chase 
Manhattan to cede one place. 

Bank Leumi made pro g ress, ad- 
vancing four places, from 97th to 
93rd. It ranks ahead of the. leading 
bankroll Iran, Austria,- Greece- and 
India; an : achievement fora country 
toe atodt&lsrael; BtoUrHapoalhA ad- 
vanced three places, from U4th to 
Ultb, and Bahk Discount dropped 
nine places from 175th to 184th.

- Israel's best foot forward — into 
the Common Market's door — would 
be science-based Industries rather 
than consumer product manufac- 
turing enterprises. 

That is the view of Fernand Braun, 
director-general for internal market 
and industrial affairs of the Euro- 
pean Communities Commission. The 
commission to the EEC's governing 
body. 

Main speaker at an all-day 
seminar in Jerusalem yesterday on 
relations between Israel and the 
EEC, Mr. Braun said: “If I am per- 
mitted to offer advice. I would urge 
Israel to exploit Its trading arrange- 
ment with the Common Market by 
use of means in which you excel — 
science. My visits so far to some of 
your science-oriented enterprises 
have been a remarkable experience. 
Tou have an unusual concentration 
of brainpower for a country this size. 
I would certainly promote this ad- 
vantage, especially for the longer 
term, rather than attempt to exploit 
the Mart’s opportunities for sale of 
consumer goods, such as the output 
of your textile plants." 

Congratulating Israel on her at- 
tainment of special trading rights 
with the EEC. Mr. Braun — a Lux- 
embourger — observed that "you 
are now on the same basis as other 
countries with privileged relations 
with the Common Market. However, 
you must bear in mind that this occa- 
sion comes at a very difficult time, 
economically, for the European 
countries. 

“Economic recession and high , 
rates of unemployment are plaguing 
the Continent. As a result, the EEC 
has been forced to take a hard stance 
against textile imports from 
developing countries. Though we 
hate to go back on our word, we must 
reappraise our tariff policies, even 
in steel, lest member countries’ 
firms head for bankruptcy." 

Mr. Braun counselled Israeli 
businessmen attending the seminar 
to view the agreement with the Com- 
mon Market as “more than just com- 
mercial opportunity for tariff-free 
trade, . but also as an excellent ' 
breeding ground for joint ventures." 
Tieups with small medium-sized 
European firms could be especially 
profitable for Israeli companies, he 
noted. 

On labour's stake in the future. 
Mr. Braun warned union leaders 
that unless businessmen are per? 
znitted to increase profitability there 
would be a steady drop in business 
Investment “and the workers will 
suffer in the end." 


The basic struggle now, he observ- 
ed. was that management Is eager to 
Invest for increased productivity 
while the unions arc willing to allow 
only investment aimed at creating 
more jobs. 

Shlomo Maoz adds: 

The gradual elimination of Israeli 
tariffs on imports from the Euro- 
pean Community until 1989. at the 
latest, will compel some 15,000 
workers to move into other jobs — 
while the removal of customs 
barriers to Israeli exports, from July 
1, will create 85,000 new jobs in our 
industry — according to Dr. Moshe 
Mandelbaum, director-general of 
the Ministry of Industry. 

Dr. - Mandelbaum, speaking at a 
symposium on Israel-Common 
Market ties held in Jerusalem 
yesterday, said that Israel will have 
to sell mainly know-how. It will 
therefore have to develop a 
technically highly trained labour 
force and to devote more resources 
and effort to research and develop- 
ment. Europe, he added, must 
realize that Israeli exports will give 
rise to a return flow of imports,' both 
of raw materials and of equipment, 
from Europe. 

Israel wants to close her trade gap 
with the European Community, Dr. 
Mandelbaum said. This year the gap 
is expected to come down to 5700m., 
compared with $].3b. in 1974. While 
Israel Is approaching trade balance 
with some countries, the gap with 
some of its main trading partners to 
still great — with Brtiain 8455m., 
with Germany 5216m and with Italy 
69 4m. 

Dr. Mandelbaum said he hoped the 
European Community would es- 
tablish a permanent representation 
In Israel. He also looks forward to 
the expansion of sub-contracting 
arrangements between European 
and Israeli firms. In this connection 
he pointed to the successful ex- 
perience of 130 European firms 
which already collaborate with 
Israeli enterprises. 

Dr. Ya'acov Cohen, assistant 
director-general for foreign trade in 
the Ministry of Industry, said that 23 
Israeli companies had within the last 
two years set up 30 marketing and 
service centres in Europe. Most of 
these enterprises are in advanced- 
technology industries. 

He pointed to the perceptible effect 
of Israel tariff reductions on the 
volume of imports from Europe. 
This Is demonstrated by the 25 per 
cent increase, between 1973 and 1975, 
in imports of goods on which tariffs 
had been lowered, compared with an 
increase of only. 8. 5 per cent in total 
imports fro In Europe.

The cornerstone of a modern sub- 
urban development has been laid at 
Mevasseret Zion, west of the capital. 

The ceremony last month marked 
the start of construction by the 
Raasco company of 55 "cottage” 
units adjacent to the Mevasseret 
absorption centre. The duplex, two- 
family houses are to be finished 
within two years. Another 95 units 
are planned by Rassco on the site. A 
master plan for Mevasseret calls for 
the addition of 4,400 new units to the 
existing 1,000 in the course of the 
next 20 years. 

At present the population of 
Mevasseret Zion is made up mostly 
of Moroccan and Kurdish im- 
migrants who arrived shortly after 
the creation of the state. The new 
units are expected to house 
middle-class families moving out of 
the cities. 

The community, which straddles 
the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem highway, is 
composed of two villages — 
Mevasseret Jerusalem and Maoz 
Zion — which were joined several 


years ago into a single council. 

The Jerusalem municipality has 
strongly opposed the development of 
a villa suburb at Mevasseret. It sees 
it as draining off an economically 
sound population from the city itself 
■ as well as opening th e-way to subur- 
ban sprawl. 

The developers argue that as 
many as a third of the residents 
would not be Jerusalemites but peo- 
ple from the coastal plain who would 
commute to Lod and other work 
places via the new highway soon to 
be opened from Sha'ar Hagai 
westwards. 

The suburb is being developed by 
Arim, a government development 
company which to doing the planning 
and providing the infrastructure. In 
addition to the houses on the Rassco 
tract, about 50 other units are being 
built by individuals and contractors 
who have responded to tenders. A 
tender for another 150 units to to be 
put out to bid In the fall. 

Of the 4.400 new units planned, 
some S00 are to be built by existing 
residents within their own ample 
tracts. 
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Accusations of torture 


EVERY JEW, In Israel and abroad, who read the five-page arti- 
cle In the “Sunday Times’ 1 on June 17 entitled “Israel and Tor- 
ture," was shocked and repelled by the allegations published in 
it. 

The charges were made by an unnamed team of authors 
collectively labelled "Insight.” They accused the Israeli securi- 
ty services of unspeakable atrocities, committed against a 
number of named individuals, all of them Arabs from the ad- 
ministered areas. 

An answer by the Foreign Ministry, published in yesterday's 
issue of the "Sunday Times" demonstrates how one-sided the in- 
vestigation was. As Mr. Peter Kellner, head of the "Insight" 
team, confirms in a letter to The Jerusalem Post published 
yesterday, his sources of information were confined to Arabs, 
plus Felicia Langer and Lea Tsemel — the two Jewish lawyers 
whose names appear every single time in these contexts, and 
whose hatred of the Israel regime is positively rabid. 

Any Arab detainee who thinks that he has been subjected to 
abuse is free to file a suit in the High Court; and this is frequent- 
ly done. Leaving aside the verdicts reached, which the "Sunday 
Times" chose to dismiss as valueless, how Is it that its reporters 
could not find a single individual, among the judicial personnel 
who dealt with these trials — other than Langer and Tsemel — 
to support the allegations? 

The underlying cause of the clash of views, however, is that 
Israel is in a state of war, while the "Sunday Times" is attuned 
to the norms of peace. Every citizen here either serves in the 
armed forces, or has children who do. All know that terrorism 
and sabotage are easy to perform in a free and open society. The 
interrogation of terrorists cannot be done with velvet gloves. A 
measure of truculence may be unavoidable. 

This is the basis of truth on which "Insight” builds up its 
edifice of melodrama. But the "Sunday Times” asserts that 
“torture is sanctioned as deliberate policy." This is not only 
false, it is stupid. The Army and the police both maintain, with 
the authority of expert knowledge, that torture has no use 
whatever, other than to satisfy the lusts of sadists. It is 
astonishing how little persuasion is needed to extract informa- 
tion (from captives in general, not just from Arabs). 

Torture is a crime according to Israeli law. It merely creates 
hatred, when our objective Is to pacify and conciliate. Moreover 
it is counter-productive, because it leads the victim to give his 
persecutors whatever facts they want, whether true or false. 

With all that, it remains essential (and perhaps the "Sunday 
Times,” with all its distortions, gave us a salutary prod) to ex- 
amine again and again all accusations of brutality, from 
whatever source. If a soldier or a policeman should be guilty of 
unnecessary cruelty, his superiors are responsible for that 
offence, all the way up to the Minister of Defence, under the 
principle of parliamentary responsibility. 

It is the job of the press, as well as the Knesset and the 
judiciary, to subject the actions of the security services to the 
closest scrutiny, not in order to convince the “Sunday Times," 
but because the gratuitous infliction of physical pain Is an anti- 
Israeli, anti-Jewish, anti-human act, that cannot be tolerated 
under any circumstances. 
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ABBA EBAN is worried about the 
problem Israel confronts in the fact 
that, as a result of the May 17 elec- 
tions. Diaspora Jewry will now have 
to accustom itself to new faces and 
voices expressing tbe common 
Jewish destiny, and to new 
definitions of that destiny (see his 
"World Jewry's Predicament," The 
Jerusalem Post, June 21). 

First and foremost, he is worried 
about the Begin regime's abandon- 
ment of the "partition logic" which 
he says Zionism first adopted in 193$. 

Actu&lly, Zionism adopted a so- 
called partition logic already in 1921, 
when Britain handed eastern 
Palestine (Transjordan), about 75 
per cent of the area of the projected 
Mandate, to the Arabs and closed the 
area to Jewish settlement. The 
Zionist Movement accepted this par- 
tition chiefly because it did not have 
the power to resist it. But its leaders 
also hoped that this would satisfy the 
Arabs' demands for a state of their 
own in Palestine and that they would 
then accept the establishment of a 
Jewish state In western Palestine. 

Nonetheless, the 13th World 
Zionist Congress in 1923 unanimous- 
ly reiterated the Jewish people's 
claim to eastern Palestine, too. 

In more formal terms, Zionism 
adopted a "partition logic" on 
August 21, 1937, when the 20th Zionist 
Congress voted 304-158 to reject the 
Peel Commission's partition 
proposal but accepted the principle 
of partition and authorised the 
Zionist Executive to negotiate with 
the British for the establishment of a 
Jewish state within more acceptable 
borders in part of western Palestine. 

The Arabs, for their part, rejected 
the very principle of partition: the 
British set up the Woodhead Com- 
mission ostensibly to produce 
another partition blueprint; and in 
1938 the Jewish Agency submitted a 
partition proposal of its own to the 
mandatory authorities. 

LET US SEE, however, to what ex- 
tent the Zionist move may be 
characterized . as an “adoption" of a 
"partition logic" rather than an 
acceptance of force majeure. 

On July 7, 1937. the day the Peel 
Commission's report was made 
public, the Jewish Agency issued a 
statement rejecting its proposals as 
"Incompatible with the Mandate 
accepted' in 1922.” 

David Ben-Gurlon was then Chair- 
man of the Agency Executive. In 
August, he joined Chaim Welzmonn, 
President of the World Zionist 
Organization, is persuading the 
Congress to accept the principle of 
partition. But in an article published 
In the "Daily Herald" onJuly9,Ben- 
Gurion wrote: 

"The Jewish people have always 
regarded, and will continue to 
regard, Palestine as a whole, as a 
single country which is theirs in a 
national sense and will become 
theirs once again. No Jew will 
accept partition as a just and right- 
ful solution... Anything may be im-

Empire-.But they can never regard 
the proposal as something which is 
right and just in itself." 

Some of the opposition expressed 
then may be addressed today to peo- 
ple who favour the repartition of 
Eretz Yisrael. Leonard Stein, 
political and legal adviser to the 
Jewish Agency, Weizmann's aide 
and confidant, and later distinguish- 
ed historian, noted (London "Jewish 
Chronicle,” July 16) that under the 
Peel partition proposal, the Jewish 
state's "frontier includes three ex- 
posed salients, and the southern part 
of the proposed Jewish areas con- 
sists of a long narrow corridor, at 
some places (It would seem) hardly 
20 miles across, and compressed 
between the sea and the hills with the 
dominating highlands in other 
hands." 

AMONG the opponents of the very 
principle of partition was Has homer 
Hatza'ir. At the end of a three-day 
meeting at Kibbutz Grvat Haim (.The 
Palestine Post reported on July 14, 
1937). the Hashomer Hatza'ir Coun- 
cil adopted a resolution - stating that 
it "regards the Partition scheme and 
the proposal to abandon the Mandate 
as an unprecedented onslaught upon 
the foundations of the Zionist under- 
taking." 

A month later, H&sbom er Hatza 'Ir 
joined the Mizrahi and the Jewish 
State Party in voting against the 
Weizmann-Ben-Gurion proposal. 

There were vigorous opponents in 
Ben-Gurlon's own Mapal. One was 
Go Ida Meir (then Myerson), who 
told the Zionist Actions Committee in 
that period: "X was shocked to hear 
good Zionists speak elatedly about 
how we were being given a Jewish 
state for the first time in the history 
of our people. Actually, nobody is 
giving us anything; they are robbing 
us of our land." 

Some of the opponents of partition 
were motivated not by a "partition 
logic" but by a desire to continue the 
Mandate till a Jewish state in all of 
western Palestine was possible. And 
Ben-Gurlon said: “Nobody choosing 
a Jewish state now is doing so with the 
Idea in mind that this state shall be 
restricted forever to only part of 
Eretz Yisrael.” 

MR. EBAN goes on to say that 
Zionism “confirmed (that "partition 
logic") in the fullest contractual 
sense from 1948 onward." If "parti- 


tion logic" is a semantic inexac- 
titude, "fullest contractual sense" is 
a historical and legal one. Three 
days before the State was proclaim- 
ed ( Ben-Gurlon recalled in his 
December 6. 1907 letter to French 
President Charles de Gaulle) "two 
lawyers In the Provisional Govern- 
ment contended that we were legally 
bound to declare what our borders 
were." 

Ben-Gurion had opposed this, and 
was supported by a majority of the 
Government when he said that since 
the Arabs had rejected the UN parti- 
tion resolution, and furthermore, had 
launched their war before even the 
State of Israel had been declared, 
and, what is more, “the UN does not 
protest, much less compel them to 
accept the resolution," the Jews "too 
are excused from complying with 
the resolution, which would then 
apply to one side only." In the light 

of all this, moreover, "if it is possible 

to expand our frontiers in a war 
started against us by the Arab 
nations — then let ua liberate 
Jerusalem and Western Galilee so 
that they too can be part .of our 
state." 

During tbe next two years, Jordan 
annexed Judea and Samaria. — an 
annexation which to this day is 
recognized only by Britain and 
Pakistan — and eastern Jerusalem 
(recognized only by Pakistan), and 
the Rhodes A rmis tice Agreements of 
1949 fixed armistice lines between 
the Israel and Arab armed forces. In 
the years that followed. Israel made 
repeated efforts, in vain, to get her 
neighbours to discuss final political 
borders. Meanwhile, however, those 
were only armistice lines, not final 
borders, the rights of the parties 
with respect to which the armistice 
agreements had expressly reserved. 

Ironically, this point was brought 
home with special force by tbe Jor- 
danian delegate to the UN, Muham- 
mad el-Farra,on May 81, 1987. 
Replying, to an argument by the 
Israel delegate, Gideon Raphael, 
about the sanctity of the armistice 
lines. EI-Farra told the Security 
Council concerning the Jordan- 
Israel Armistice Agreement: “(It) 
did not fix boundaries; it fixed the 
demarcation line. (It) did not pass 
judgment on rights — political, 
military, or otherwise. Thus, I know 
of no boundary...” 

It Is only since June 11. 1967 that 
the world has been crying about the 
sacred inviolability of the lines 
which the Arabs had repeatedly 


violated over, the years after they 
were drawn, and to which the Jorda- 
nian diplomat less than two weeks 
earlier! had categorically denied any 
sanctity. 

What manner of "fullest contrac- 
tual sense'Ms this to which Mr. Eban 
would hind only Israel and the 
Jewish, people? 

ACCORDING to Mr. Eban, his view 
on the disposition of “the territories” 
and Israel's nature as a Jewish state 
"was established doctrine for Jews 
across the world until a few weeks 
ago.” "Now, the question is whether 
they -.wish to make themselves in- 
consistent by suddenly ceasing to de- 
fend the principle of territorial com- 
promise... Diaspora Jews have not 
held an election in which they decid- 
ed to change their consensus." 

But was territorial compromise 
their "established doctrine,” or was 
their doctrine rather to support — 
critically sometimes, to be sure — 
the fundamental policies decided 
upon by Israel’s elected 
governments? 

Indeed, no . change-of consensus 
elections have been held In the 
Diaspora recently. But were such 
elections ever held to determine to 
what extent tbeir'consensus concer- 
ning Israel was based on deeply held 
convictions on specific issues, rather 
than on a general conviction that 
Israel's policies and actions are fun- 
damentally acceptable to them and 
worthy of their support? 

No, there have been no such elec- 
tions. but with a few solitary excep- 
tions the leaders of the Jewish 
organizations, including the Zionist 
groups, and the laity, after over- 
coming the. "initial shock reaction" 
that Mr. Eban refers to. have come 
around to expressing satisfaction, 
with, or at least acceptance of, Mr. 
Begin and his Government. No leas a 
person than Professor Judah 
Shapiro, President of the Labour 
Zionist Alliance and of the National 
Committee for Labour Israel in the 
U.S., noted last month that "when 
Gold a Meir was here (in New York), 
she told us not. to dissent from 
(Israel) Government decisions" 
(see "The Jewish Week-American 
Examiner," June 19). 

I know that after the Six Day War 
Ben-Gurion felt that, tor reasons like 
those Mr. Eban gives, and additional 
ones of his own, we should unilateral- 
ly return the territories (though 
from time to time he changed his 
mind about one or another port of the 


•"territories) . I also know of the futili- 
ty of the game of "what If," and 
don’t know what Bcrl Katznelsoq, 

the Zionist Labour Movement's 
ncstor, Ben-Gurion and others would 
say if they were olive today. . . ^ 

BUT I BELIEVE that some of the 
things they said 40 years ago are still ' 

applicable.

CROSSING ALLENBY BRIDGE < 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I have been a guest in 
Jerusalem since April 1 and am one 
of those '‘Americans from whose 
taxes massive loans are made to 
Israel" as mentioned in Mr. Victor 
Stubbs* letter (June 15). I have also 
twice crossed the Allenby Bridge, 
the subject of that letter. 

Coming from New York City, the 
communications centre of America, 
I was unfamiliar with the doily 
problems of the existence of the 
. Palestinians, for in my experience It 
is almost impossible to get informa- 
tion except for acts of terrorism, 
from our press. I would hope that 
U.S. tourists to the Middle East 
would see more, not less, of the pre- 
sent situation; and crossing the 
bridge is possibly the strongest ex- 
perience one can have in understan- 
ding the problems of occupied 
territories. 

Mr. Stubbs suggests isolating the 
American visitor even more from 
the problems- faced by the 
Palestinians whose families are 
divided on each side of the Jordan 
River. 

I agree with Mr. Stubbs about 
harassment, and actually accused 
one Israeli officer of this when the 
old overcrowded, non-alrcondltioned 
bus I was standing on was stopped 


for the third time between the Israeli 
processing station and the bridge, 
which is a very short distance. We, 
who were standing packed on the 
bus, were asked to step off as papers 
were checked for a third time. 

The "tourists" Mr. Stubbs talks 
about come from Amman to 
Jerusalem on special airconditioned 
coaches and are even allowed to 
cross the bridge on the coach from 
Amman. The processing station for 
tourists entering the West Bank is an 
enclosed building. ■ air-conditioned 
and with electrically-cooled water 
fountains. My Palestinian com- 
panions and I travelled across the 
bridge on an old bus after awaiting in 
a Jong queue of buses, because only 
one bus is allowed across and 
processed at a time, althoughalrcon- 
ditioned tourist buses are allowed 
complete priority. The trip, of less 
than two miles, can take she to eight 
hours for a Palestinian. 

As a tourist, I cherish having seen 
at first hand the problems that 
Palestinians face; and hope that 
visiting Americans have the oppor- 
tunity to witness this with their own 
eyes, and not be denied the view of 
what life is like for the Palestinian, 
or the problems that Israel faces in 
administering occupied territory.
